aad procuring infirmities, and morall in ac. auching the 
manners of the people, that. ia either of them upon the 
coming of the Chriſtians into power,they were demoliſh- 
ed or converted 1ato other uſes; And whereas ter private 
nſe there are in the houſes of divers perſons of this King- 
dom, Cradles, Tubbs,Boxes,Chayres, Bathes, and Bathe- 
Stoves,in which by the help of Fumes, Vapors,water,Oyle, 
&c.according to the preſcription of Phyſitians, ſwear may 
be procured, payne allwaged, and all neceflary ends of bx- 
thing attained, T he Preſident and Colledge are ſo confi- 
$*nt of, and preſume ſo much'\upon the wiſdom and juſtice 
ot this honourable Committee, & the two Houſes of Patlia- 
ment, that they believe,if chat it ſhall pleaſe them to em-
